' Lermy Taſte be diretted by reaſon, 


and not by ſence. Keaſon may en- 
lighten her, and make her diſtin» 
guith of deſires; but Sexce perple- 
xeth her, and ſubiects the better 
part to a {lauith apperite. Many haue 
exceeded in the vſe of this Sexce,
